That there is a crying need for a new 
new* judicial circuit in Shelby county 
is felt by the mass of ligitants W'ho 
have waited years for their cases to 
come to trial, and by lawyers who 
have cases which have “ gone over” 
time after time. 
The amount of work 
done in the Shelby conrt constitutes 
enough for a judicial circuit compris­ 
ed of this county alone. 
The client 
who has a meritorious case is entitled 
to a speedy trial and it is wrong that 
he be forced to wait term after term 
for his case to come up. 
Again the mass of work which is 
necessary for the judge to do is almost 
beyond the reach of mortal health. 
Poople who sit iu the court room think 
it would be fun to play judge. 
It 
would, but the man who sits there 
doesn't play. 
He sits up until after 
midnight, delving into mustv 
law 
books for principles of law’ and su 
proine decisions.| He is forced fre­ 
quently to make trips to the State 
library to find references which are 
not to be found in the county library 
There was a time when there was 
none too much business for a circuit 
composed of Kush and Shelby coun­ 
ties, hut that time is past. 
The in 
crease in the number of corporations, 
companies, new’ industries, tolephom 
and telegraph business 
within the 
last few \ca rs has swelled the amount 
of legal business until it is impossibi« ' 
for the alternating terms of conrt to 
handle the litigation. 
A biil was passed by the legislature 
in 
19 01, making Shelby 
county a 
circuit in itself and putting 
Rush 
county w ith Fayette county, but the 
bill w’as vetoed by Governor Durbin. 
Attorneys in this city, at the ap­ 
proach of the October term of court 
are lamenting the lack of opportunity 
they w ill have iu trying the cases 
which 
they 
have 
scheduled. 
An 
abreviated term w ill force comprom­ 
ises where a meritorous case is invol­ 
ved. 
Litigants w ill become disgusted 
with their law’ suits and drop them. 
The Shelby circuit 
court has 
too 
much to do, and the judge who pre­ 
sides over it does so to the detriment of 
his physical health.

mark« ted and when the new crop Is 
placed on the market it is thought 
that the price will go even lower than 
[ at the present time. 
Rush county has 
heavy corn crop this year ami the 
same is true of all the other counties. 
The co rn belt States of Illinois and 
Iowa report a bumper crop for this 
year and when the new crop is placed 


¡11 the local market it is likely that 
the price of corn w ill drop as low « is 
thirty or thirty-five cents per bushel. 
Wheat is holding steady on the local 
market at sixty-five c« nts per bushel 
with the bulk of the crop marketed. 
Dealers maintain that wheat w ill not 
go as high next year as it « lid last year 
as heavy crops are reported from the 
northwest ami

fields. 
Wheat sowing in this county 
w’ill be pretty ¡well completed (next 
week and there is a larger acreage 
sown this year than last.

We shou ld, however, go a step fu r­ 
ther and provide for depositories for 
pu blic fu nds and requ ire all Interest 
accru ing thereon to be accou nted for 
and covered into the pu blic treasu ries. 
Su ch a law will remove opportu nity 
for specu lation and save the name and 
fame of many pu blic officials. 
Recent 
disclosu res in this state and else­ 
where have made painfu lly apparent 
the need of a new system. 
An efficient 
way to prevent graft and pecu lation 
is to remove the opportu nity for graft 
and pecu lation. 
The evil influ ences 
of the misu se of pu blic fu nds, the 
blighting effects o f defalcation, of em ­ 
bezzlement and of kindred crimes; 
the loss of confidence on the part of 
the 
people in 
their pu blic officers 
which necessarily resu lts-- all consti­ 
tu te cogent and convincing reasons 
why a change shou ld be made. 
There arc also sou nd economic rea­ 
sons why a change shou ld be made. 
The average aggregate amou nt of pu b 
lie fu nds In the hands of the several 
cu stodians of su ch fu nds is $13,006,000. 
This is a vast su m. 
If the several 
pu blic corporations to which it be­ 
longs cou ld receive u pon this su m 
when deposited a rate of interest no 
more than 2 per cent it wou ld yield to 
them an annu al aggregate Income of 
$260.000. 
* nder present conditions 
this amou nt or more gees annu ally
